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Will Truman 
Go for Logic? 


CHICAGO, IIll., Aug. 10—There 
goes on here a desperate struggle 
for the political soul of Harry S. 


Truman. He 
has announced 
that he will 
make known his 
political choice 
on Saturday 
afternoon at 
3:30. 


He is not a 

king maker. 

Nor has he 

sought to be. 

There is no evi- 

dence that he, or any of his close 

associates, is trying to organize 
delegates for any candidate. 

Yet, his personal choice will 
influence many. 

On the basis of logic he should 
make that choice Adlai Steven- 
son. The former governor of 
Illinois has almost enough votes 
tc win on the first ballot. Harry 
Truman has never been a man 
who went around backing lost 
eauses. He also wants unity in 
the party because he believes its 
nominee can win in November. 

There are other links in the 
chain of logic which should lead 
him to say that he has canvassed 
the situation and finds Stevenson 
the man most likely to lead the 
party to that victory. 

But Harry Truman is not a 
logical man. 

And by noon Friday it became 
known that a call had gone out 
to the veteran Sam Rayburn, 
speaker of the House, and the 
permanent chairman of the con- 
vention, to come to Chicago to- 
night and begin to apply his 
great store of common sense to 
the situation. 


Friendship 


Truman, the story goes, be- 
hieves that he cannot afford to 
abandon his old friend Averell 


Harriman, present governor of 
New York. He is sold, say those 
who have dug into it, on Harri- 
man’s promise to wage a ‘“‘Give 
‘em Hell” campaign. Certain 
men close to the former presi- 
dent reportedly have told him he 
can swing the convention to 
Harriman. 

This is almost certainly impos- 
sible. It is simply not true that 
Harriman can win. Whatever 
delegates the former president 
might be able to bring to the 
governor would be more than 
offset by the surge of Southern 
votes to Stevenson. From the 
beginning the Deep South atti- 
tude has been that the nominee 
of 1952 is the least objectionable 
of candidates likely to come be- 
fore the convention. A drive by 
Mr. Truman for Harriman would 
send them in almost solidly for 
Stevenson, thus nullifying any 
strength the former president 
might be able to create. 

Mr. Stevenson appears to have 
a hold on the biggest block of 
convention votes. His current 
total is figured at about 600, with 
686'¢ needed for nomination. 


Choice 

To pursue the avenues which 
open up from such a possibility, 
if Harriman should be the 
choice, and a strong civil rights 
platform be voted, the convention 
would then almost certainly be 
deadlocked and a dark horse 
would of necessity be advanced. 

Hence the call today to Sam 
Rayburn to come on to Chicago 
and talk turkey. Harriman can’t 
be nominated. Stevenson can. 

So it is that the preconvention 
hours lost their original flatness 
from “the moment of Mr. Tru- 
man’s arrival. 

The hotel lobbies were filled 
with rumors and people well 
ahead of the arrival of the dele- 
gates. There were as many sto- 
ries from the usually reliable 
sources supporting the theory of 
a Truman bow to Harriman as 
for Stevenson. 

Both Stevenson and Harriman 
had chats with the former presi- 
dent today. 

After Harriman’s meeting with 
Mr. Truman, he declined to spec- 
ulate on whether Truman would 
back him and how effective such 
support would be. He comment- 

ed, “I believe I’m going to win 
the nomination.’’ 

Asked what he and Truman 
talked about, Stevenson quipped: 
“‘We decided to elect a Demo- 
cratic president.”’ 

The logic all supports a state- 
ment by Mr. Truman saying he 
admires Harriman and he would 
be his normal choice, but that he 
has surveyed the situation and 
believes party unity will be best 
served by nominating Stevenson. 

That’s the logic. 

But Mr. Truman is not always 
a logical man. 

And it is true that the call 
went out to Texan Sam Rayburn 
to get on his horse and come 
over quickly to round up all the 
strays and get things in order.

CHICAGO-NEW YORK 


Under the proposed first-class 
rates, minimum rail sleeping ac- 
commodations from New York to 
Chicago would cost $76.50 com- 
pared with $49.61 for a first-class 
airline ticket. The present rail 
fare is $55.25. 

In the case of coach travel, the 
New York-Chicago airline fare of 
$36.30 would compare with a rail- 
road fare of $37.24.

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Truman Seeks Truce 


In Intraparty War 


The considerable weight of former 
President Harry S. Truman, this decade’s 
happy warrior of the Democratic Party, 
has been thrown behind the cause of 
peace and unity in Chicago. 

That Mr. Truman should be in such 
a conciliatory and diplomatic mood is a 
measure of the danger of a split in party 
ranks. Discretion is not one of his dis- 
tinguishing virtues, nor mealy-mouthed- 
ness one of his vices. 

Mr. Truman has indicated that per- 
haps the party should adopt a civil rights 
plank along the lines of the 1948 and 
1952 conventions rather than alienate the 
South by affirming the Supreme Court's 
school segregation decision. 

The party’s last two civil rights planks 
were broad statements of principle, as 
party platforms should be. The review of 
court decisions is not one of the functions 


_of a political party. 


Mr. Truman’s statement was balm to 
the South. As he is highly regarded by the 
Northern wing of the party he may sell 
this idea to them, too. 

The ex-president arrived at the con- 
vention in fine fettle, for the situation is 
one he likes—an uphill battle, plenty of 
contention, the opposition fat after four 
years of good living, and with a wide 
selection of vulnerable spots for his round- 
house swings. 

Mr. Truman will announce his choice 
for the nomination today, an act which 
has placed preconvention activities in 
something of a state of suspended ani- 
mation. 

There are rumors the choice will be 
Stevenson, based on Mr. Truman’s peace- 
ful attitude. 

It still could be Harriman, granted 
that his old boss has talked him into back- 
ing down some on his civil rights stand. 

It could, however, be anybody. If his 
years in the White House proved any- 
thing, it is that Harry Truman enjoys 
surprising people.

The More You Spend 
The Bigger the Profit 


No particular skill and not much labor 
are required to grow 10 to 12 bushels 
of corn on an acre of north Georgia soil. 
Farmers have been doing that since An- 
drew Jackson abrogated the treaty with 
the Cherokees. 

Considerably more know-how, more 
labor and a lot of fertilizer are required 
to make 100-bushel corn on the same 
soil. 

It can be done, it has been done and 
it pays to do it. 

J. C. Elrod of the Georgia Experiment 
Station has made a comparative study. 
Mr. Elrod says that the farmer using 
average production methods can grow 
35-bushel corn at a $1.18 a bushel cost. 
By improved methods he can make the 
same land yield 115 bushels at 62 cents 
a bushel. 

By intensifying his efforts, modern- 
izing his methods and using more fer- 
tilizer, he can double his net profit. 

Farm economist Elrod noted that 
stepped-up farming entails stepped-up 
risk. The loss is greater when there’s a 
crop failure. 

But what’s risk to a farmer? Hasn’t 
he always been the world’s greatest 
gambler!

Gen. W.S. Walker’s Fame 
Has Been Refurbished 


Promotion by brevet for gallantry 
on the field was a rare military honor of 
the old days. Such an honor came to 
William Stephen Walker, later a re- 
spected citizen of Atlanta, for his part 
in the storming of the Citadel of Chapul- 
tepec during the Mexican War. 

Walker was promoted from lieutenant 
to captain by President Polk for his con- 
duct under fire and his spectacular 
feat of being the first of the besiegers 
over the wall of the parapet. 

A century ago Walker was a military 
hero. He resigned from the United States 
Army to enter the service of the Con- 
federacy and lost a leg as the result of a 
wound sustained in the Virginia fighting 
of 1864. 

Forgotten by the histories and unhon- 
ored by the city in which he made his 
home from 1868 until his death in 1898, 
his memory has been freshened by the 
alumni magazine of Georgetown Univer- 
sity in Washington, from which institu- 
tion he received his A.B. degree in 1841. 

Gen. Walker was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, spent his youth in Mississippi 
and the latter years of his life in Georgia. 
He was a friend of Robert E. Lee, of Jef- 
ferson Davis and other leaders of his time. 

When Georgetown was preparing this 
article on its distinguished alumnus no 
likeness of him could be found. The great 

ta fire of 1917 had ‘destroyed the 
Wa home and its contents. Finally 
a's photo was discovered in an ob- 
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scure volume in the Library of Congress. 
A reproduction is on the cover of the 
alumni magazine. Another has been sent 
to Atlanta for the benefit of his descend- 
ants resident here and the Historical So- 
ciety which, too, lacked a likeness or 
much information. 

Universities have many and unex- 
pected functions. A bit of delving by a 
graduate student at Georgetown has re- 
sulted in the reviving of a proud story of 
a brave soldier and a valuable addition 
to the archives of Atlanta and one of its 
leading families.

Arkansas Citizens Vote 
For Orderly Processes 


The victory of the moderates in Ar- 
kansas’ recent primary was closely akin 
to the triumph of the same element in 
Florida. 

In the latter state the incumbent Le- 
roy Collins was renominated governor de- 
spite a bitter, demagogic campaign against 
him by the race extremists. These ex- 
tremists employed every means, fair and 
foul, to defeat him on the basis he was 
soft toward integration. 

In Arkansas, Gov. Orval Faubus was 
renominated over the same kind of op- 
position in approximately the same kind 
of race. 

The august Arkansas Gazette com- 
mented that segregation was no real is- 
sue, inasmuch as the vast majority of 
the white people of the state are opposed 
to the admission of Negroes to the white 
public schools. All candidates, therefore, 
were pro-segregation. 

Nevertheless Faubus was attacked by 
extremists with the sort of demagogy “de- 
signed not only to set race against race, but 
class against class, to inflame the emotions 
of the poor whites at the same time they 
were tossed the bone of promises of in- 
creased benefits for the old folks and 
widows and orphans.” 

Faubus won by better than three to 
one, settling the question, according to 
the Gazette, as to whether the state 
“would attempt by orderly and lawful 
means to adjust to the new interpretation 
of the federal Constitution or whether the 
state government would follow the hot- 
spurs of the Deep South, shouting defi- 
ance of the Supreme Court and preach- 
ing hatred against an increasingly aroused 
Negro minority. 

“The people of Arkansas gave their 
answer. They want no part of the extrem- 
ists as they grapple with the difficult 
racial problems that lie ahead.” 

We like to believe that wherever 
the Southern people have a choice, they 
will respond as did the citizens of Flor- 
ida and Arkansas.

Georgians to Shame 


The highway patrol’s annual disaster report 
is out, telling in detail how 1,083 persons lost 
their lives and 10,785 were injured last year in

The Department of Public Safe- 
ty’s report also takes a somewhat 
critical view of law enforcement 
at the local level. This criticism 
is as follows: 

“During the past year 76 per 
cent of the drivers involved in all 
accidents lived within 25 miles of 
the scene of the accident and of 
those involved in fatal accidents 
73 per cent lived within 25 miles 
of his mishap. The inference be- 
ing that the problem is more of 
local invoivement and more atten- 
tion should be given to local vio- 
lators by local officers and judi- 
ciary, of course without relaxing 
attention to the other nonlocal 
users of the road and streets, in- 
cluding the tourist.’’ 


The patrol’s publication, prima- 
rily a statistical report of acci- 
dents and how they got that way, 
contains yet another oblique ref- 
erence to what might be called 
the philosophical aspect of the 
gruesome business of totaling up 
the horror of death on the high- 
ways. The booklet says: 

“From all sides the cry of not 
enough manpower to affect the 
traffic »roblem continues to be 
heard and until the people of the 
state demand more enforcement 
and back up the officers traffic- 
wise our traffie problems will con- 
tinue to be the headache they 
have become.’ That is not the 
most polished sentence ever writ- 
ten but the message is quite plain.

Staggering figure includes wage 
and other items such as property 


which is prepared by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety’s Accident 
Reporting Division, deals with the 
grim task of giving complete anal- 
ysis of last year’s record num- 
ber of highway casualties. There 
are such facts as the following: 


One out of every 39 vehicles reg- 
istered in Georgia was involved 
in an accident last year. 
Twenty-three per cent of the 
1,083 persons killed in accidents 
last year were teen-agers. 
Three hundred and eighty-seven 
persons were killed by speeders. 
Two hundred and two people 
were killed by drinking drivers. 
One hundred and thirteen peo- 
ple were killed as drivers drove 
on or across the center line while 
meeting other cars or vehicles. 


Sixty-four people were killed due 
to passing on hills and curves.

In the dusk of a great career, he 
has withdrawn into a shell of bitterness and has chosen to put 
the rap for his misery on Boston sports writers. 

I was there the first time he spat, at an exhibition game 
in Tampa. It was similar to the $5,000 spitting. Williams 
kicked a ball in the outfield, the fans jeered him, then he 
struck a home run and as he crossed home plate he lifted his 
head and spat at the grandstands. 

Boos and jeers are the acts of unthinking fans. Williams 
will not accept this. He has chosen to defy them. He has never 
tipped his cap to a round of applause and swears to retire with- 
out ever so humbling himself. To him it would be humbling. 

But here is the big difference bstween Marciano and Williams. 

One has ‘retired gracefully into the warm embrace of unani- 
mous adoration. Even Archie Moore was friendly the last time 
he and Marciano met in Canada at the James J. Parker fight. 

And one passes from the fie:d with a welling-up of bit- 
terness that can only detract from his greatness. He refuses 
to allow the fans to be his friends. With a juvenility of the 
comic-book stage, he shows his contempt for them. Deep in- 
side him he is reatly not this sort of man. He only refuses 
to allow the good side of him to take hold. In Marciano, the 
capture has been complete. 

One is a Marciano. The other is a Williams.

Busy Woman’s Club at St. Simons 


Pushing Year-Round Community

Constitution Staff Writer 
ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Aug. 
10—Converting the economy of 
a community from that of a 
three-month beach resort into 
a year-round stable, thriving 

city is no small task. 

But members of the St. 
Simons Woman’s Club tackled 
that problem. And they’re win- 
ning the battle against a ‘‘for- 
summer-only”’ economy. 

‘“‘For more than 50 years,”’ 


said Mrs. J. H. Lester Jr., 
president of the club, ‘our 
community has remained a 


summer beach resort with only 
a three-month business season.”’ 


NOT STABLE 


While this condition has been 
‘‘satisfactory’’ to a small group 
of native residents who have 
made their living primarily on 
the summer visitor, it has not 
made a stable community nor 
enabled more recent residents 
to make permanent homes on 
the delightful island. 


Three primary needs — em- 
ployment, housing and a well- 
rounded activities program— 
prevented the Golden Isle from 
becoming a year-round living 
and resort area. 

With the growth of the U.S. 
Naval Base on the mainland 
nearby, military personnel re- 
quired year-round living quar- 
ters. Workers in Brunswick ex- 
pressed a desire to take ad- 
vantage of the island as a resi- 
dential suburb. 


HOUSING INADEQUATE 


However, housing was not 
suitable for year-round living 
since most of the dwellings 
were beach cottages without 
adequate bath and heating fa- 
cilities. Service facilities, shop- 
ping centers and recreational 
areas were needed in order to 
establish a stable community. 

While nature provided a per- 
fect summer playground, no 
provision had been made for 
recreational activities for youth 
or adults during the remaining 
months. 

The women went to work. 


It was recognized that the 
adult winter visitor was the 
kingpin needed to establish a 
year-around resort. The club’s 
immediate aim was a commu- 
nity recreational program for 
all age groups, and later a spe- 
cial program for adults. 

A special board was set up, 
with all service organizations 
participating. 


COMMUNITY CLUBROOM 


A public adult lounge and 
community clubroom to be 
used as a center for adult rec- 
reation and as a stimulus to 
year-around resort business 
was established. 


The lounge committee secured 
space in the heart of the vil- 
lage for the center. Facilities 
include a public reception room 
for TV and reading, patio with 
garden, furniture and fountain; 
a clubroom free to the public 
for games, organizational meet- 
ings and parties; a shop where 
handicraft items from Tallulah 
Falls School are sold; recep- 
tion room with piano, type- 


writers, desks and books. 


Activities include tennis, week- 
ly dancing, games, concerts, 
boating, fishing, swimming, 
flower arranging classes and 
sponsors garment making 
classes for teens; weekly dance 
and game nights for youngsters; 
children’s choir, and a tennis 
clinic for young people. 


WENT TO WORK 


Members of the hostess com- 
mittee are on duty daily at the 
lounge. These women have 
personally greeted more than 
20,000 visitors, giving them tide 
charts, calendars of coming 
events and offering all possible 
aid for guests’ comfort and wel- 
fare. Visitors are presented 
copies of the guide book to St. 
Simons Island, published by the 
Woman’s Club. 


A permanent guest register 


is kept and frequently visitors 
from the same city and state 
get together. Guests from all 
48 states and several foreign 
countries have visited the lounge. 

With no bakery on St. Simons, 
clubwomen provide home-baked 
pies, cakes, breads and candies 
on order from visitors. 

The patio and garden are 
projects of the garden commit- 
tee, which turned and unsightly 
trash pile into one of the com- 
munity’s favorite beauty spots. 
Tropical plants combine to make 
a delightful garden. 

Files at the Woman’s Club 
bulge with letters of apprecia- 
tion from visitors. Typical is 
one from Wisconsin: ‘Your 
Wisconsin visitor is sending 
guide books to friends. The 
island is fascinating. We hope 
to return, not just for 10 days, 
but for 10 years.”’
